2. CONCERNING THE QUADRIPARTITE DINNER, THE BRITISH 
EMBASSY HAS ASKED WHO WILL BE THE OFFICIAL HOST, IN LIGHT 
OF THE FACT THAT THERE IS AT THE MOMENT NO US AMBASSA- 
DOR IN COPENHAGEN. WE WOULD APPRECIATE DEPARTMENT' S 
GUIDANCE ON THIS POINT. WE ALSO NEED THE NAMES OF OTHER 
US PARTICIPANTS TO PASS TO OTHER BONN GROUP MEMBERS. 

3. AT THE BONN GROUP MEETING ON MAY 30, ALLIED AND FRG 
REPS AGREED ON THE FOLLOWING TENTATIVE AGENDA FOR THE 
JUNE 13 SENIOR LEVEL MEETING: 

A. GERMANY AND BERLIN LANGUAGE IN NATO COMMUNIQUE 

B. STATEMENT BY FOREIGN MINISTER SCHEEL TO NATO 
COUNCIL ON DEVELOPMENTS IN INNER- GERMAN RELA-

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4. BONN GROUP REPS AGREED THAT DISCUSSION OF THE FINAL 
THREE POINTS WOULD DEPEND ON DEVELOPMENTS BETWEEN NOW 
AND JUNE 13. BLECH PROMISED TO REPORT AS SOON AS POS- 
SIBLE ON FRG WISHES IN THIS REGARD. HE SAID THAT 
FOREIGN MINISTER SCHEEL WOULD IN ANY CASE WISH TO REPEAT 
AT THE QUADRIPARTITE DINNER FRG HOPES THAT ARRANGEMENTS 
CAN BE MADE SOON TO OBTAIN AUTHORIZATION FOR LUFTHANSA 
TO ENTER THE BCZ. CONCERNING POINT E, HE SAID THE FRG 
WOULD LIMIT ITSELF TO DESCRIBING ITS VIEW OF THE SITUA- 
TION IN BERLIN AFTER THE BREZHNEV VISIT AND IN EXPLAINING 
THE TACTICS IT INTENDS TO FOLLOW IN THE FUTURE. 

5. CONCERNING THE BERLIN AND GERMANY LANGUAGE, BLECH 
SAID NO DRAFT WOULD BE POSSIBLE UNTIL IT WAS SEEN HOW 
THE UN ENTRY ISSUE WOULD BE HANDLED. HE THOUGHT THE 
FRG WOULD WANT TO KEEP THE PASSAGE AS SHORT AS POSSIBLE.
